Lavish estate searched for kidnap evidence 


REDWOOD

(AP) — A heavily armed force 
of deputies swooped down on a 
lavish 100-acre estate near here 
early today, searching for evi­ 
dence in the Chowchilla school 
bus hijacking. 


The estate, six miles south of 
here, is owned by Frederick N.

their way out.

From 1935 to 1957 they spread to 75 countries and in­ 
creased their membership to 33 million. 
A short three years later, in the 1960, the communists 
claimed 36 million members in 87 countries. 
Today they boast more than 50 million members in 
organized disciplined units, based in more than ninety 
countries around the world. 
Repeat: 
these are not “accusations” of anti­ 
communists; they are the statements of the Communists 
themselves. 
Said Dr. Schwarz: “The record of past achievement by 
the Communist International is such that their claim that 
they will conquer the world should be regarded with the 
utmost seriousness. ’’ 
Should a doubting Thomas friend scoff at the idea of 
Soviet aggression or ask: “Just how are the Communists 
going to conquer the United States,” show him the above 
figures, and then you ask the question: 
“What’s going to stop them? ” 
For nearly sixty years, the world balance of power has 
been shifting steadily in favor of the Communist empire. 
Isn’t it time that the United States developed a foreign 
policy designed to turn the tide in favor of the free world?

OF MULTILINGUALISM? 
It wasn’t quite 18 years ago 
that the launching of Sputnik I 
sent Americans into all kinds of 
orbits of their own. One of them 
was in the field of education, 
where there was a sudden, 
renewed interest in the study of 
foreign languages. 
The interest peaked in public 
high schools in 1968, when 28 per 


cent of students in grades 7 to 12 
were studying some foreign 
language, modern or classical, 
compared with 18 per cent 
before Sputnik. Then a decline 
set in and today it is estimated 
that scarcely a fifth of high 
school graduates have had even 
a superficial exposure to any 
language other than English 
, (and, some would complain, 
little enough exposure to that). 
The decline began even 
earlier in the colleges. The 
percentage 
of college un­ 
dergraduates studying foreign 
languages has been dropping 
steadily since 1963, with the rate 
of decline reaching 15 per cent 
during the past two years. 
A survey by the Modern 
Language Association in 1975 of 
1,177 institutions granting B.A. 
degrees found that 38 per cent of 
them had no foreign language 
requirements at all, either for 
entrance or for graduation. A 
decade before, only nine per 
cent 
had 
no 
language 
requirements. 
The trend in the colleges has 
in turn accelerated the trend in 
the high schools, where the 
study of a foreign language has 
traditionally been designed to 
prepare college-bound students. 
Suggested reasons for this 
growing monolingualism range 
from student rebellion against 
required courses and “hard” 
subjects to a general mood of 
isolationism among Americans. 
That there is such a turning 
back to isolationism may be 
reflected in an estimate by the 
American Council on Education 
that only about one in every 20 
college 
undergraduates 
is 
enrolled in courses dealing with 
foreign cultures in any way. 
For a country with so many 
ethnic threats in its fabric, a 
country 
which 
Theodore 
Roosevelt feared at the height of 
imigration was turning into a 
“polyglot boarding house,” a 
country so irrevocably involved 
in the commerce and politics of 
the world, this is a remarkable 


situation. 
It is also an unhealthy 
situation because, as Stephen K. 
Bailey of the American Council 
of Education points out, the 
welfare of the United States is 
heavily dependent on the actions 
of other nations and there is 
great need for understanding 
how other people think. For this, 
language is an essential tool. 
But then there are so many 
other, more important, things 
you people must learn these 
days. We can no longer afford 
the luxury of requiring foreign 
language study for the “mental 
discipline’’ 
or 
personal 
s a tis fa c tio n 
in ­ 
volved—especially 
when 
the 
colleges no longer see any need 
for it. 
Another argument, cited by S. 
Frederick Starr of the Kennan 
Institute for Advanced Russian 
studies, is that if the United 
States can, for example, do $26 
billion worth of business with 
Japan with few American 
businessmen knowing Japanese, 
or if ambassadors can be sent to 
a 
foreign country without 
knowing 
its 
language, 
why 
should students be forced to 
conjugate irregular verbs in 
French or German? And after 
all, English is a world language 
and anyone who knows English 
can get along just about 
anywhere. 
Yet as 
the German poet 
Goethe said, he who does not 
know another language does not 
really know his own. It is in­ 
teresting to note, if impossible to 
prove 
any 
cause-and-effect 
relationship, that the decline in 
the study of foreign languages 
has paralleled the decline in the 
ability of either high school or 
college graduates to read, write 
or 
express 
themselves 
coherently 
in 
their 
mother 
tongue, let alone master its 
immense richness.

RESPONSIBILITY DEFINED 
It 
takes 
several 
hundred 
million 
dollars 
of 
invested 
capital to build one good-sized 
power generating station, and 
hundreds of them must be built 
in the years ahead. Otherwise, 
the growing demand for electric 
energy for everything from 
household use to environmental 
improvement cannot be met. 
The money to buikl these plants 
must come from investors who 
feel the electric industry is 
capable of earning a sufficient 
return to pay for the use of their 
money. The average person 
using electric energy in his 
home or business life-whether 
he invests his savings in utility 
company securities or not-has a 
direct stake in the adequacy of 
the electric industry’s earnings. 
In this time of inflation, suf­ 
ficient earnings require rate 
increases which often bring 
forth public displeasure. 
Speaking of the respon­ 
sibilities of those who regulate 
rates, a public utility com­ 
missioner in the State of Oregon 
has said, “It is a very popular 
thing for a utility regulator to 
say ‘no’ to a proposed rate in­ 
crease....The 
job 
of 
the 
regulator, however, is to do 
what is necessary to assure 
utility customers adequate 
service at reasonable rates. 
With today’s financial Situation, 
it is plainly irresponsible to yield 
to public pressure in order to be 
popular or to get reelec­ 
ted....Many people, particularly 
those on low fixed incomes, 
suffer when rates increase. Yet 
they will suffer even more if 
necessary plants aren’t on line 
when needed, and that is what 
will happen if utilities can’t 
attract the capital to build 
them....” 
More needs to be said about 
the responsibilities of regulatory 
agencies charged with setting 
the prices for basic utility 
services. 
The 
Oregon 
com­ 
missioner has clearly defined 
that 
responsibility 
and 
ex­ 
pressed it in a nutshell. Beyond 
this, all of us who use those 
indispensable utility services 
such as electric energy have an 
obligation 
to 
recognize 
the 
economics that govern their 
supply. 
Inflation and higher 
costs brought on by other factors 
play no favorites. They hit 
electric companies just like 
everyone else, and the piper 
must be paid. Electric service 
will remain a bargain, relative 
to most other costs of living, but 
its price must increase for 
reasons that should be familiar 
to all of us.

WASHINGTON - Commerce 
Secretary Elliot Richardson, the 
White Knight of the Republican 
Party, has fallen off his charger. 
Richardson is the former at­ 
torney general who assumed 
heroic status two years ago 
when he refused a White House 
order to dismiss Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox and 
got himself fired for his courage. 
This earned Richardson a 
reputation for integrity that has 
now made him a vice presiden­ 
tial prospect. His presence on the 
ticket, his supporters contend, 
would help to defuse the Water­ 
gate issue. 
But his shining reputation has 
now lost some of its luster. He 
heads a White House task force 
which is reviewing U.S. corpor­ 
ate bribery of foreign officials. 
The bribes were uncovered by 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 
The scandal has rocked the 
world, embarrassing govern­ 
ments from Italy to Japan. It has 
also produced some red faces in 
corporate board rooms. 
Tlie Commerce Dept., which 
Richardson now heads, usually 
has shown great sympathy and 
understanding for the corporate 
moguls with whom it deals. 
Swayed perhaps by his new en­ 
vironment. Richardson has writ­ 


ten a letter to Sen. William Prox- 
mire, D.-Wis., attacking the SEC. 
The SEC was operating on 
“tenuous legal grounds,” he 
charged during the bribery in­ 
vestigation. Therefore, he op­ 
posed legislation that would give 
the SEC a major role in probing 
corporate payoffs. 
The original drafts of 
Richardson's letter, we have 
learned, contained even stronger 
criticism of the SEX!. But cooler 
heads on the task force staff per­ 
suaded him to edit out the 
harsher language. 
Richardson's attack upon the 
SEC appalled his task force col­ 
leagues. Another Cabinet mem­ 
ber, who serves with Richardson 
on the task force, lambasted the 
letter as “disgraceful” and “dan­ 
gerous.” Other colleagues whom 
we polled called it a “mistake" 
and “ill-advised.” Not a single 
member of the task force de­ 
fended Richardson. 
In the backrooms of the SEX. 
meanwhile, the Richardson let­ 
ter has had a demoralizing 
effect. The SEX! happens to be 
one of the few federal agencies 
that has resisted political pres­ 
sure and has investigated power­ 
ful corporations fearlessly. Over 
100 corporations have been in­ 
vestigated on bribery charges. 
SEX Chairman Roderick Hills 


returned Richardson's fire with 
a sizzling letter calling 
Richardson’s remarks "un­ 
founded. inappropriate and ill- 
timed.” This carried extra im­ 
pact because the two men have 
been close friends. Indeed, 
Richardson was responsible for 
bringing Hills and his wife, 
Carla, to Washington. 
When Richardson was at­ 
torney general, he offered Carla 
a job at the Justice Dept. When 
he was defense secretary, he 
offered a Pentagon position to 
Roderick. Richardson also sup­ 
ported Carla Hills for the 
Cabinet. She is now secretary of 
housing and urban develop­ 
ment. 
Richardson has apologized for 
the strong language he used 
against the SEC. But he still 
wants to exclude the SEC from a 
major role in curbing foreign 
bribery. 
Footnote: Richardson told us 
his criticism of the SEX was in­ 
tended strictly as a legal argu­ 
ment. As for the criticism by his 
colleagues, he said: “I wish they 
would tell me those things to my 
face.” 
New Mexico Maneuver:

Jimmy Carter as a national 
figure-- last year. 
Austin is one of many whc 
rarely make the Northern and 
Eastern general press and tube.

For almost a year now Carter 
and Woodcock and the UAW’s 
Washington political man, Bill 
Dodds, and its general counsel 
Steve Schlossberg, a protege of 
ultra-liberal labor lawyer Joe 
Rauh, have been close. 
In fact, when Carter first 
began conferring with labor 
leaders, who were as unknown 
to him as polar bears in the

There was a time when those among us wise enough to 
warn about the threat of Communism were often 
ridiculed for “seeing Communists under the bed.” 
But, as pointed out by Dr. Fred Schwarz in a dinner 
speech delivered on June 18, to about 200 in Washington, 
D.C., it is not at all necessary to “look under beds” for 
evidence that Communists exist. 
In fact, the best evidence, asserts Dr. Schwarz, is to 
read the Communist literature — which very few people 
bother to do. In doing so, however, one will find that the 
Communists have not been at all bashful or secretive 
about their growth. Indeed, they openly boast about it. 
According to their own figures — not those “dreamed 
up” by anti-communists — the Reds claim that they 
began in 1903 with about 25 followers of Lenin. 
In 1917, the Communists conquered Russia with about 
40,000 members. 
By 1928 they had organized fifth- columns (which they 
call “parties”) — in 46 countries, and claimed 1,680,000 
members. 
In 1935 they boasted that they had 3,141,000 members in 
61 countries. 
From 1935 to 1957 they spread to 75 countries and in­ 
creased their membership to 33 million. 
A short three years later, in the 1960, the communists 
claimed 36 million members in 87 countries. 
Today they boast more than 50 million members in 
organized disciplined units, based in more than ninety 
countries around the world. 
Repeat: 
these 
are not 
“accusations” 
of anti­ 
communists; they are the statements of the Communists 
themselves. 
Said Dr. Schwarz: “The record of past achievement by 
the Communist International is such that their claim that 
they will conquer the world should be regarded with the 
utmost seriousness. ” 
Should a doubting Thomas friend scoff at the idea of 
Soviet aggression or ask: “Just how are the Communists 
going to conquer the United States,” show him the above 
figures, and then you ask the question: 
“What’s going to stop them?” 
For nearly sixty years, the world balance of power has 
been shifting steadily in favor of the Communist empire. 
Isn’t it time that the United States developed a foreign 
policy designed to turn the tide in favor of the free world?

DEFENSIBLE DECLINE 
OF MULTILINGUALISM? 
It wasn't quite 18 years ago 
that the launching of Sputnik I 
I sent Americans into all kinds of 
orbits of their own One of them 
was in the field of education, 
where there was a sudden, 
renewed interest in the study of 
foreign languages 
The interest peaked in public 
high schools in 1968. when 28 per 


cent of students in grades 7 to 12 
were studying some foreign 
language, modem or classical, 
compared with 18 per cent 
before Sputnik. Then a decline 
set in and today it is estimated 
that scarcely a fifth of high 
school graduates have had even 
a superficial exposure to any 
language other than English 
(and. some would complain, 
little enough exposure to that). 
The 
decline 
began even 
earlier in the colleges 
The 
percentage 
of college un­ 
dergraduates studying foreign 
languages has been dropping 
steadily since 1963, with the rate 
of decline reaching 15 per cent 
during the past two years. 
A survey by the Modern 
Language Association in 1975 of 
1,177 institutions granting B.A. 
degrees found that 38 per cent of 
them had no foreign language 
requirements at all, either for 
entrance or for graduation A 
decade before, only nine per 
cent 
had 
no 
language 
requirements 
The trend in the colleges has 
in turn accelerated the trend in 
the high schools, where the 
study of a foreign language has 
traditionally been designed to 
prepare col lege-bound students 
Suggested reasons for this 
growing monolingualism range 
from student rebellion against 
required courses and "hard” 
subjects to a general mood of 
isolationism among Americans 
That there is such a turning 
back to isolationism may be 
reflected m an estimate by the 
American Council on Education 
that only about one in every 20 
college 
undergraduates 
is 
enrolled in courses dealing with 
foreign cultures in any way. 
For a country with so many 
ethnic threats in its fabric, a 
country 
which 
Theodore 
Roosevelt feared at the height of 
imigration was turning into a 
“ polyglot boarding house,” a 
country so irrevocably involved 
in the commerce and politics of 
the world, this is a remarkable 


situation. 
It 
is also an unhealthy 
situation because, as Stephen K. 
Bailey of the American Council 
of Education points out, the 
welfare of the United States is 
heavily dependent on the actions 
of other nations and there is 
great need for understanding 
how other people think For this, 
language is an essential tool. 
But then there are so many 
other, more important, things 
you people must learn these 
days. We can no longer afford 
the luxury of requiring foreign 
language study for the "mental 
discipline” 
or 
personal 
s a tis f a c tio n 
in ­ 
volved—especially 
when 
the 
colleges no longer see any need 
for it. 
Another argument, cited by S. 
Frederick Starr of the Kennan 
Institute for Advanced Russian 
studies, is that if the United 
States can, for example, do $26 
billion worth of business with 
Japan with few American 
businessmen knowing Japanese, 
or if ambassadors can be sent to 
a 
foreign country without 
knowing 
its 
language, 
why 
should students be forced to 
conjugate irregular verbs in 
French or German? And after 
all, English is a world language 
and anyone who knows English 
can 
get along just 
about 
anywhere. 
Yet 
as the German poet 
Goethe said, he who does not 
know another language does not 
really know his own. It is in­ 
teresting to note, if impossible to 
prove 
any 
cause-and-effect 
relationship, that the decline in 
the study of foreign languages 
has paralleled the decline in the 
ability of either high school or 
college graduates to read, wnte 
or 
express 
them selves 
coherently 
in

tongue, let alone master its 
immense richness

It 
takes 
several 
hundred 
million 
dollars 
of 
invested 
capital to build one good-sized 
power generating station, and 
hundreds of them must be built 
in the years ahead. Otherwise, 
the growing demand for electric

household use to environmental 
improvement cannot be met. 
The money to build these plants 
must come from investors who 
feel the electric industry is 
capable of earning a sufficient 
return to pay for the use of their 
money.

what is necessary to assure 
utility custom ers adequate 
service at reasonable rates. 
With today’s financial situation, 
it is plainly irresponsible to yield 
to public pressure in order to be 
popular or to get reelec­ 
ted...M any people, particularly 
those on low fixed incomes, 
suffer when rates increase. Yet 
they will suffer even more if 
necessary plants aren’t on line 
when needed, and that is what 
will happen if utilities can't 
attract the capital to build 
them ...” 
More needs to be said about 
the responsibilities of regulatory 
agencies charged with setting 
the prices for basic utility 
services. 
The 
Oregon 
com­ 
missioner has clearly defined 
that 
responsibility 
and 
ex­ 
pressed it in a nutshell. Beyond 
this, all of us who use those 
indispensable utility services 
such as electric energy have an 
obligation 
to 
recognize 
the 
economics that govern their 
supply. 
Inflation and higher 
costs brought on by other factors 
play 
no favorites. They hit 
electric companies just 
like 
everyone else, and the piper 
must be paid. Electric service 
will remain a bargain, relative 
to most other costs of living, but 
its price must increase for 
reasons that should be familiar 
to all of us

Court reform bill 
on Aug. 3ballot

JEFFERSON CITY — After 
more than a decade of study 
by the Missouri Bar and three 
years in the legislature before 
a resolution was passed, court 
reform will be on the Aug. 3 
primary ballot. 
The proposed Constitutional 
Amendment 
6 
virtually 
overhauls the structure of the 
state's lower court system in 
an attempt to unify and 
streamline the system. 
Magistrate, 
probate 
and 
municipal courts would be 
abolished in name and made 
part of the circuit court 
system. Those Judges would 
be renamed associate circuit 
judges. 
"That could be said to be 
just a change of name, but 
there is more to it," says 
Missouri Supreme Court Chief 
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Justice Robert Seiler. "It 
makes them part of the circuit 
court system."

Two more perfect scores for Romanian gymnast 
Nadia, U.S. swimmers do it again 


MONTREAL (AP) - She 
was the closest thing to per­ 
fection the Olympics have ever 
seen. She was cool and poised 
beyond her meager 14 years at 
a 
massive, 
jostling 
inter­ 
national news conference. 
But Nadia Comaneci was just 
a little girl, subject to all the 
human faults, at the presenta­ 
tion ceremonies. 
The 
gold 
medal as 
the 
Games’ 
all-around 
gymnast 
was around her neck, some in­ 
credible marks were in the 
books and some vanquished 
Russians were at her sides 
when Nadia turned to watch 
the 
Romanian 
flag 
being 
raised. 
Just as the first strains of the 
Romanian 
national 
anthem 


sounded — while a worldwide 
television audience of a billion 
people watched, while thou­ 
sands of newsmen were pro­ 
claiming her the queen of the 
Games — Nadia turned human. 
At that poignant moment, one 
for which she had trained 
through most of her life, she 
screwed up her face in a gri­ 
mace — a typical teenage ef­ 
fort to stifle an itching nose. 
And America’s all-conquoring 
male swimmers turned human, 
too. But not much. They won 
all the medals they could in 
Wednesday’s events — they 
still haven’t been beaten — but, 
for the first time in the Games, 
they failed to break a world 
record. 
Like Nadia’s, it wasn’t much 


of a lapse. It came in the men’s 
100-meter butterfly. To make 
up for the failure to break 
Mark Spitz’ 4-year-old record, 
the Americans turned it into 
another 1-2-3 sweep, their third 
of the Games. 
The sweep by Matt Vogel, 
Fort Wayne, Ind., Joe Bottom, 
Santa Clara, Calif., and Gary 
Hall, Fayetteville, N.C., along 
with a winning, world-record 
time of 7 minutes, 23.22 seconds 
in the men’s 800 freestyle relay, 
pushed the male swimmers’ 
medal accumulation so far to 
all seven gold medals awarded, 
five silver and three bronze in 
four days. 
In all, the American team 
now has 10 gold, eight silver 
and four bronze. East Germany 


is second with seven gold, five 
silver and four bronze while 
Russia, also the beneficiary of 
a women’s swimming sweep, is 
third with sue, six and one. No 
other nation has more than one 
gold medal. 
In addition to the swimmers, 
the United States also got a 
gold and a silver from its 
shooting team. Included was 
the first Olympic medal ever 
acquired by a woman in that 
sport. 
Margaret Murdock, 33, who’s 
in nursing training at Topeka, 
Kan., took the silver in a con­ 
troversy with officials. It may 
yet turn out to be a gold, or a 
piece of a gold. 
U.S. team manager Joe Ber­ 
ry said he was asking officials 
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to reconsider and award two 
golds. Miss Murdock was origi­ 
nally named the winner with 1,- 
162 out of a possible 1,200 in the 
small bore rifle, three posi­ 
tions, with Army Capt. Larry 
Bassham, Bedford, Tex., one 
point behind. 
After a 3>2-hour check, offi­ 
cials discovered a clerical error 
had been made, giving the two 
Americans the same score. Un­ 
der international rules, the last 
10 shots from the kneeling posi­ 
tion are used to break the tie. 
And the reluctant Bassham was 
named the winner. 
The Americans also survived 
another scare in basketball, 
saw one of their boxers move 
into prime position for a medal 
after a decisive victory over his 
chief opponent, a Russian, and 
had the first and second quali­ 
fiers, Capt. Phil Boggs of the 
U.S. Air Force Academy and 
Bob Cragg, Maple Glen; Pa., 
going into tonight’s finals in the 
men’s 
three-meter 
platform 
diving. 
The basketball team, now 3-0 
in the round-robin tournament, 
trailed tough Yugoslavia by 
four points at halftime and had 
all three centers in foul trouble 
before pulling out a 112-93 deci­ 
sion behind Scott May, with 26 
points, and Adrian Dantley, 
with 27. 
Russia also remained unbeat­ 
en with a 108-85 rout of Canada. 
The Americans automatically 
go to 4-0 tonight when they pick 
up a forfeit against Egypt, 
which has withdrawn its team 
from the Games. 
Davey Armstrong, Puyallup, 
Wash., gave a classic perform­ 
ance of boxing and punching in 
a 
unanimous 
decision 
over 
Anatoly Volkov, the Russian 
who stopped him in two rounds 


in a Dout in Moscow early this 
year. 
The attention of the Games, 
however, was riveted on little 
Nadia and her flying exhibi­ 
tions in the finals of the wom­ 
en’s 
all-around 
gymnastics. 
And she didn’t disappoint any­ 
one — unless it was her Rus­ 
sian challengers, Nellie Kim 
and Ludmila Tourischev, for 
years the queen of the world’s 
gymnasts. Miss Kim eventually 
finished second, Miss Touris­ 
chev third. 


Nadia, cool and almost tor- 
bidding out of the gymnasium, 
scored her fourth and fifth per­ 
fect 10 scores, this time on the 
balance beam and uneven par­ 
allel bars. Before these Games,

petition. She finished with a to­ 
tal score of 79.275 of a possible 
80.

QUINCY, 111. (A P) - Educa­ 
tors at the western edge of Il­ 
linois have quietly forged a 
community 
college 
district 
unique in its synthesis of public 
and private schools. 
John Wood College, named 
after a pioneer who became an 
Illinois governor, has ended its 
first year of existence with en­ 
rollment double what was an­ 
ticipated. 
Administrators have replaced 
the idea of a school without 
walls with a school without 
halls. 
The district owns no 
buildings, hires only part-time 
instructors and offers only a 
few courses of its own. 
Most students attend one of 
five private schools in the Quin­ 
cy area — on both the Illinois 
and Missouri sides of the Mis­ 
sissippi River — and pay a 
fraction of the cost. The dis­ 
trict’s tuition is $192, and John 
Wood 
reimburses 
the 
host 
school for the difference. In the 
case of Quincy College, a 100- 


year-old 
Catholic institution, 
that’s about $700. 
Advantages to John Wood 
taxpayers include immediate 
access to full-blown educational 
facilities, a lower-than-average 
tax rate and the opportunity to 
attend a private school at low 
cost.

In attempts to foster a sense 
of identity, the school sponsors

The school has only five full­ 
time administrators, plus office 
help and about 50 part-time in­ 
structors. The board of trustees 
has approved hiring of up to 
five additional administrators 
to handle increased enrollment, 
estimated to be about 1,300 this 
fall, up from 800. 
The school is “ absolutely tra­ 
ditional” in most course offer­ 
ings, Heath said. “ The student 
pays his tuition here, counsels 
here, matriculates here.
